He didn't show 
me his “Novice Permit and Log Book” but in- 
formed me he has improved. He gets marked 
for six items by his instructor: Judgment, Tech- 
nique, Attitude, Reactions, Courtesy, and Com- 
parative Lap Times. The rating system is based 
on 1-5, with 1 being the lowest and 5 the highest. 
He has also seen his first accident on the course. 
A female driver had her car overturn. But she 
was, most fortunately none the worse for the 
spill. It does drive home how important a roll 
bar and that safety belt is. 

His car was checked out by an expert and 
he was informed that he needs new shock absor- 
bers, camber compensator, and also the rear 
end decambered. He bows to the technical in- 
spector and understands his car must be in top 
rate condition. Where is the money to come 
from? So far as he is concerned, sports car racing 
is for him a hobby. And that’s the way it is 
with most of the people behind the wheel. Now 
from a financial point of view, racing cost money 
like any other hobby. There are some hobbies 
you can actually engage in that don’t cost a cent. 
Take the man who likes to collect seashells when 
he goes to the beach. Walks up and down and 
picks them up. And over the years he has a large 
collection. 

On the other hand, there is a man who collects 
old trolley cars. On his estate he has set up 
tracks and a power station. And he keeps those 
trolley cars in working condition. This can take 
a big size bankroll. I myself engage in a variety 
of hobbies, and I know it can kill the pleasure 
of any given hobby if you have to always measure 
it in terms of the dollar sign but let us be 
sensible: What does a young man do who has 
a limited income and still wants to engage in 
sports car racing as a hobby? 

This is not an easy one to answer, I met two 
young men who didn’t have very much money 
in their pockets. Yet they wanted to do some 
racing. So they had to, in an intelligent manner, 
figure out how to “cut costs. They knew some- 
thing about fixing up a car. So they learned 
more. And they bought the proper tools. With 
the net result that they did as much as possible 


on their car by themselves. 

“When you work on your car, and are able 
to sort of strip it down and put it together again,’" 
said one of them to me. “You really understand 
just what a car can do - and what it can't," 
“And we are picking up some extra dough,” 
added his friend, “By working on other people’s 
cars. All goes into our special account for racing. ” 
If you can earn some extra dough, fine. But 
it may also mean you have less time for driving* 
Or you can sort of cut down on other items 
so you will have more money available for racing. 
But you have to keep a level head on your 
shoulder. Like the fellow who starts with a row- 
boat and wants to ; eventually work his way up 
to the yacht class. Not unless you have the 
dough. We went to see a sports car that cost 
twice as much as the one Stanley has aPpresenL 
“Want to buy it for me?” he asked. 

“Not unless they take Martian Pesos,” was 
my quick reply. 

Stanley realizes that there is going to be a 
tough wear and tear on his car from driving at 
high speed on the track. Which means - as far 
as he is concerned - he needs a good mechanic 
to check up on all the parts of the car that 
will be subjected to r the strain. This is most 
important from the viewpoint of safety. We want 
to prevent the driver of the car from injuring 
himself; from hurting another driver; and from 
injuring the spectators. I don’t think I will ever 
forget what happened at Le Mans ten years ago 
when more than 80 spectators were killed arid 
150 hurt when a Mercedes hurtled into the crowd. 
Seems too fantastic as to be almost impossible - 
but it happened. 

Not only must one be in good condition when 
he starts out as a sports car racer, but he has 
to keep in excellent condition for the length 
of time that he races. While they do say that a 
sport keeps you in good condition, don’t kid 
yourself. It can also take a lot out of you. And 
the older you get - the more it can take out 
of you. Time and nature have a way of slowing 
down the reflexes. And that fraction of a second 
can be the difference between a serious accident 
or just making a quick turn. But still, it is a 
most wonderful sport.
